Is Not Wanted Now, as It —r .old 


Em barrass Prosecution. 


Washington, May IO. - 9 President 
Taft sent a special message ti) the 
house of representatives to tell why 
he considers a congressional investi 
gat Ion of the sugar frauds in the cus 
toms service inexpedient. 
It is because "a congressional inves­ 
tigation at this time would embarrass 
the executive department in the con 
tinuance and completion of the inves­ 
tigation of the appraiser’s and other 
offices of the customs service.” 
The president’s reply was to a reso­ 
lution passed in the house on April 
14 calling upon him to state his rea 
sons for not wishing a congressional 
investigation, as he had intimated in 
his message at the opening of the 
session. 
In making his answer the president 
did not lose an opportunity to tell the 
house when a congressional investiga 
Hon was necessary. 
“Tho necessity for congressional in­ 
vestigation.” 
the 
president 
wrote, 
“arises first, when an executive hives 
ligation is either not in good faith or 
is lacking in vigor, or when additional 
legislation is needed to prevent a re­ 
currence of the frauds. 
“The primary duty, with respect to 
frauds In the executive service, falls 
upon the executive to direct the dis 
coverv of fraud and crime, to direct 
judicial investigation to recover what 
is due to the government and of bring­ 
ing to Justice the guilty persons. 
“The report of the secretary of the 
treasury and 
the 
attorney general 
show beyond question the utmost vigor 
and effectiveness In the Investigation 
and prosecution up to this time and 
I he achieving of exceptional results in 
the recovery of moneys which the gov­ 
ernment had been defrauded, the In­ 
dictment of participants in the frauds 
and in the reformation of the customs 
service with a view to the prevention 
of such frauds in the future.” 
With his message the president sent 
a Joint report of the secretary of the 
treasury ami the 
attorney general, 
chowing the investigation up to date.

queen mother will retire to Sandring­ 
ham palace, which King Edward some 
years ago made over to her as a dower 
house. 
With the time-honored ceremony of 
a brilliant and Im p ressiv e character. 
George V. w a s publicly proclaimed as 
king of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the British 
dominions beyond the seas. defender 
of the faith, em p eror of India. 
Sharply at th** stroke of 9 o'clock 
four heralds, arrayed In medieval uni­ 
forms of scarlet, heavily braided with 
gold. mounted th** balcony of FMarv 
Court at 
St. James' 
palace, 
where 
CJneen Victoria presented herself to 
th** people upon the opening of her 
memorable reign, and blew a fanfare 
through their bing stiver trumpets. 
From th** windows of Marlborough 
house, immediately opposite, the Duke 
of Cornwall, th** young heir to the 
throne, the younger princes and Prin­ 
c e s s Mary watched th** ceremony. 
E arl M arshal Appear*. 
The heralds having concluded their 
duties, the offl* era of arms. chief of 
whom is th** Duke of Norfolk, the 
hereditary earl marshal and chief but­ 
ler of England, took their places on 
th** balcony forming the great heraldic 
company. None wore mourning this 
having been removed for the occasion. 
Sir Alfred Scott Scott-Catty, Garter 
principal king of arms, with the Duke 
of Norfolk and two officers hearing 
the staves of office, stepped to the 
front of the balcony, and in a voice 
which could he heard across the court 
and In the streets adjoining, read the 
proclamation, 
while 
great 
throngs 
stood uncovered in a drizzling rain 
The duke and Sir Alfred then called 
for three cheers for the king. and the 
people respond**! with fairly deafening 
hurrah*, which were silenced only by 
the reappearance of the heralds, who 
sounded another fanfare 
The 
last 
note hardly died away 
when the hand of the Cold Stream 
Guards, which had taken up a posi­ 
tion In the square, struck up 'God 
Save the King." The young princes 
from their point of vantage in the 
windows of Marlborough house stood 
with their hands af salute and the 
officers and troops stood at attent bm. 
Crowd Sings National Anthem . 
As the national anthem was conclud­ 
ed the first gun of the battery In St. 
James' park belched forth a royal sa 
lute and the people In the square and 
streets af th** same moment took up 
the refrain "God Save the King ” This 
was probably the most 
Impressive 
part of the ceremony, the fervent sing 
log of the crowds growing in volume 
HS more and more gingers Joined in, 
while at minute intervals the gun half 
drowned the chorus. 
The popular demonstration at an 
end, the earl marshal and his attend­ 
ants proceeded to the Ambassador’s 
court 
whence they drove to Charing 
Cross and thence to the city of lo n ­ 
don to read th** proclamation to the 
people at th** designated points. The 
rout** to the city proper was lined with 
Tuno tr*H»ps. while at th** places at 
which the procession stopped and re­ 
peated the ceremony troops and Horse 
Guards were stationed. The royal car­ 
riages of the Duke of Norfolk, Sir Al­ 
fred Scott Seott-Gatty and the officers 
of arms, followed by Genera! French 
with 
the 
headquarters staff and a 
troop of cavalry, drove briskly from 
St. James* palate to Charing Cross. 
Thousands upon thousands who had 
waited since 
early morning silently 
watched the stately progress of the 
heraldic procession. At Charing Cross 
theer was such a crush that the po 
lice and troops had great difficulty in 
keeping a space clear for the heralds. 
The royal announcers again blew a 
fanfare and Sir Alfred once more read 
the proclamation. Again the people 
sang the national anthem, their voices 
being accompanied by the music of 
military bpnds. 
European Royalty at Funeral. 
The republic of F'rance probably will 
be represented at the funeral by for­ 
mer President laiubet, although there 
is talk that President F'allieres may 
com e. FTmperor Wiliam will be here, 
as also will the kings of Greece, Spain. 
Portugal. Denmark, Norway, Belgium 
and Bulgaria and the heirs to the 
thrones of A stria, Italy, Turkey, Swe 
den and Rourtania. 
Prince Edward, the heir a p p a re n t to 
the throne, will for the present be 
styled the Duke of Cornwall and Roth 
esay. I afer he will be created Prince 
of Wales. 
He succeeds forthwith to 
the duchy of Cornwall, with a cleara 
income of $400,000 yearly, which will 
accumulate Yintll he becomes of age, 
giving him an independent fortune oi

WHAT SANK THE MAINE 
WILL SOON BE KNOWN 


Army Engineers 
Will Raise 
the Wreck. 


Washington, May IO.—Secretary of 
War Dickinson turned over to Gen­ 
eral Marshall, chief of engineers of 
the army, the problem of raising the 
old battleship Maine, lying in Havana 
harbor, in accordance with the bill re­ 
cently put through the h o u se and sen 
ate. F*or this work an appropriation of 
$100,000 la made available. 
It will he the plan of General Mar­ 
shall to raise the vessel intact, Just 
as she is at present, that it may !»e 
determined whether or not she was 
blown up from an explosion from with 
in or by a torpedo or mine from with­ 
out. 
The former is the Spanish theory. 
the latter has been the contention of 
Admiral Sigshec and the naval hoard 
which conducted the inquiry following 
the disaster and Is commonly accepted I 
by the people of this country. 
In order to raise the wreck intact 
the army engineers will have to build 
a cofferdam about the Maine and th* 
water will then be pumped out. 
Steel plies will be Interwoven about 
the wreck and the crevices filled with 
cement to make the dam water tight. 
Derricks will then lift the wreck and 
she will probably be tow«d to the 
nearest drydo* k. where naval officials 
will inspect her. 
The Maine ies in thlrtv-flve feet of 
water, with her masts appearing above j 
the surface. 
It 1s thought that after the army en 
gineers have 
formulated their plan 
that the actual work will he let to a 
contracting company, over which an 
army engineer will have supervision

Knudsen asked permission to make 
th** former president's remarks public. 
“Tell it to any one you like." Mr. 
Roosevelt r**plf**d enthusiastically. 
Asked to T ake It Back. 
There was a considerable stir when 
the newspapers appeared, quoting Mr. 
Roosevelt as a warm 
supporter of 
Knudsen’s policy. 
Mr. Roosevelt sum­ 
moned Knudsen aud Insisted emphati­

An authority on dairy m atters r» 
cently visited a farm where tile cal vex 
were in very poor condition. 
They 
looked as lf they had been starved foi 
a month 
W hen feeding time arrived 
the owner gave them a good, generoui 
feed. 
He rem arked that be did no! 
know* why his calves were not thrifty. 
He was surely giving feed enough, and 
It was of the right kind. 
The pen had not beeu cleaned no! 
bedded for some time. It was located 
in a very inconvenient part of tbs 
barn. The other parts of the premlsei 
were kept clean and bedded, but that 
calf pen was alw ays neglected. 
The calves would seldom He dows 
and then only when completely ex­ 
hausted. 
They were always restlesi 
and uneasy. 
The owner’s attention 
was called to this. The pen was clean­ 
ed and bedded. T hat afternoon every 
calf was found lying down and seemed 
to be perfectly at borne. 
The uext morning the pen was again 
cleaned and 
bedded, and this wax 
thereafter made a regular practice. Al 
the end of two weeks there was an en­ 
tirely different looking bunch of calve* 
iii the pen. The tired look wna gone. 
A good bed, light, cleanliness and 
fresh air add much to the contentment
